a first integrated circuit comprising a Direct Rambus™ ASIC Cell (Direct 

RAC); 

a second integrated circuit comprising a Direct RAC; 

a mezzanine card having a connector and comprising the second integrated 
circuit, wherein the connector is adapted to be communicatively coupled to a third 
integrated circuit, wherein the connector includes a first metal line and a second 
metal line, the second metal line being longer than the first metal line, and wherein 
the secon d metal line has a parasitic capacitance value greater than a parasitic 
capacitance value of the first metal line; and
